Pro-Smoking Drive Gains Force 
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Washington Accused of Aiding Marketing Effort Abroad

TOKYO — UA tobacco com- 
panies, faced with a .shrinking mar- 
ket at home; are rapidly recruiting 
new smokers in Asia and the devel- 
oping world, often with the aid of 
theU.S. government, according to 
delegates to an anti-smoking coo- 
fereuceherc. 

. The percentage of, people who 
smoke in the industrialized world 
has steadily declined in recent 
years, health experts at the confer- 
ence noted Thursday, but the pro- 
portion of smokers in developing 
countries is tiring.

tionally have not smoked in many 
Asian countries.

But administranon experts 
say Soviet negotiators have not 
provided detailed data, as prom- 
ised, about how many missiles of 
each type they have, how many of 
toe missiles are deployed and 
where those missiles are based. 

Administration nffirials said the 
Soviet negotiator, Alexei A. Obuk- 
hov, promised earlier this week that 
important data would be available 
“within hours.” 

Recently, Soviet officials pre- 
sented data about the technical 
characteristics of their weapons. 
But administration experts say this 
is not the crucial data that the Unit- 
ed States needs to have at this 
point. Some experts say they be- 
lieve that this and other contradic- 
tory signals from the Russians are a 
sign of disarray in Moscow. 

Another nettlesome verification 
issue concerns the resemblance be- 
tween the Soviet SS-20 medium- 
range missile and the Soviet SS-25 
long-range missile, both mobile. 

The emerging treaty will ban the 
production and testing of medinm- 
range and shorter-rangc missiles. 
But Soviet officials have reportedly 
told the United States that the fust 
stage of the SS-20 and the first 
stage of the SS-25 are virtually in- 
distinguishable. 

When Secretary of State George 
P. Shultz visited Moscow last 
month, Soviet officials suggested 
one possible way to deal with this 
issue. Soviet officials said the Unit- 
ed States could continuously moni- 
tor missiles that leave a plant where 
the two missiles are assembled.

AMA Stresses Duty to AIDS Victims 

It Says U.S. Doctors Must Give Care Despite Personal Risk

WASHINGTON —Die Ameri- 
can Medical Association has de- 
clared that doctors have an ethical 
obligation to care for people with 
AIDS as well as for those who have 
been infected with the virus but 
show no symptoms. 

The association, the major voice 
of organized medicine in the Unit- 
ed States, died what it said was a 
longstanding principle of medical 
ethics: “When an epidemic pre- 
vails, a physician must continue his 
labors without regard to toe risk to 
his own health.” 

The statement on Thursday was 
the AMA’s first pronouncement on 
toe duties of doctors dealing with 
AIDS patients. It came after re- 
ports that a small number of doc- 
tors had refused to treat patients 
with acquired immune deficiency 
syndrome, for which there is no 
cure. 

The AMA said: “A physician 
may not ethically refuse to treat a 


Euthanasia Plea 
For AIDS Cases 


L 'nireJ Pros hilemuiional 

LONDON — A group of 
British doctors asked Friday 
that some AIDS patients in the 
final stages of the incurable dis- 
ease be allowed the choice of 
euthanasia. 

“The acquired immune defi- 
ciency syndrome has added a 
new and rapidly growing group 
of often well-informed patients 
who may not want to risk the 
dementia" that the disease of- 
ten causes in its final st a g e s, toe 
doctors wrote in a letter to the 
British Medical Journal. 

One of the 19 signers. Dr. 
Colin Brewer, a London psychi- 
atrist, said: “We strongly be- 
lieve that nobody wbo has toe 
AIDS virus should take then- 
own life, but it seems very likely 
that some sufferers in whom toe 
condition is far advanced will 
want to consider euthanasia.”

The statement was prepared by 
the association’s Council on Ethi- 
cal and Judicial Affairs, a nine- 
member panel composed of a medi- 
cal student and right doctors, 
including a resident in 
About 248^00 doctors, or sis;

association at the end of last year, 
according to AMA records. 

Dr. Russel H. Patterson Jr„ a 
neurosurgeon and vice chairman of 
the cotmcfl, said in an interview: 
“The doctor has a special social 
status, and in return society expects 
that the doctor wBl shoulder cer- 
tain risks and take care of the side.” 

The statement of the association 
describes the doctor’s doty in these 
terms: “A person who is afflicted 
with AIDS needs competent, com- 
passionate treatment. Neither 
those who have the disease nor 
those wbo have been, infected with 
the vires should be subjected to 
discrimination based on fear or 
prejudice, least of all by members 
of the health-care community" 

The AIDS virus can be spread 
through sexual intercourse with an 
infected partner or through ex- 
changes of infected blood as on 
hypodermic syringes shared by in- 
travenous drug users. 

Anne M. Sans, a spokeswoman 
for the Federal Centers for Disease 
Control, Much has been tracking 
AIDS, said the government knew 
of 12 cases in which health-care 
workers had become infected with 
the AIDS virus. Eight of the cases 
were in the United States and four 
were in other countries, she said. 

Some of the workers were 
pricked with contaminated needles. 
Several had prolonged exposure to 
infected body fluids. Others were 
exposed to blood from infected pa- 
tients, and the workers had cuts or 
abrasions through which the virus 
might have passed. 

Kiric B, Johnson, general counsel 
of the AMA, said Thursday that 
toe association had “no plans to 
actively enforce the policy” on 


AIDS, but he predicted that most 


doctors would comply voluntarily.

Tins summit meeting 
was dominated by Jordan and Saudi Ara- 
bia. Israel was only routinely condemned 
and somehow the English version of the 
communique failed to anoint the PLO as 
sole spokesman for the Palestinian people. 

Iran's behavior has so united and outraged 
Arab sentiments that Syria had to join in the 
denunciation. The summit meeting drew 
Iraq closer to its moderate allies, especially a 
no longer outcast Egypt, which provides it 
with SI biDkm a year in aid. Hie declaration 
makes it harder for Moscow to ressl an arms 
embargo on Iran for not accepting a United 
Nations cease-fire. It expresses an entire re- 
gion’s judgment on prolonging daughter or- 
dained by the angry old men who rule Iran. 

That tins rebuke to zealotry comes from .

Dole Makes It Official 


In his home town of Russell, Kansas, Bob 
Dole announced this week that be is running 
for president. Senator Dole is (by about a 
year) the oldest candidate in the race and the 
most experienced in national politics. After 
spending 39 months in the hospital recover- 
ing from grievous wounds suffered in Wrakl 
War H, he moved rapidly upward in polities. 
He has served in Congress during the Kenne- 
dy, J ohnson, Nixon, Ford, Carter and Rear 
gan presidencies. In the minority, Mr. Dote 
was an acerbic critic of the Democrats but 
also a constructive legislator on farm Mis 
and food stamps. When he unexpectedly

legislative skills and a stedy determination to 
attack problems he thought needed attack- 
ing.

Employing methods of 
realism, surrealism, the grotesque, toe absurd and 
satire, the film deals S talinism, and tyranny in 
general, a blow of great emotional force. 

Between April and June of this year, the journal 
Druzhba Narodov published Anatoli Rybakov’s 
novel “Children of the Arbat," which became not 
only the Bteraty event of the year but an event in 
the country’s public political hfe. For the first time 
in Soviet literature, Stalin appears not just as an 
episodic figure but as the central character of a 
novel Mr. Rybakov paints a veiy accurate psycho- 
logical and historical picture of Stalin in 1933 and 
1934, when he was already plotting a series of 
crafty provocations to destroy all potential oppo- 
nents, create a new ruling apparatus and consdi- 
date the totalitarian power of the “leader.” 

The offensive againsL Stalinism begun in nov- 
els, poems and films continued through this 
summer and fall in semes of articles, in reviews 
and in hundreds of letters from readers. Many 
associate the current criticism of Stalin with the 
anti-Stalin campaign of 1961 to 1964. There are 
similarities, but also one critical difference. 

In the early 1960s, the artistic intdHsenlsia was 
not yet entirely ready to support Khrushchev. And 
the party apparatus was dearly sabotaging the 
[ann-Stalinist] decisions of the 22d party con- 
gress held in 1961. But today’s anti-S lalmis t 
campaign is proceeding on a broader front and 
undoubtedly has the support not only of Mikhail 
Gorbachev but other influential members of the 
Politburo and the Central Committee. 

Many of the cams questions are being raised 
that were examined in the late 1950s and early 
1960s: the terror of 1937-1938, the extermination 
of die commanding officers of the Red Army, 
S talin 's mistaken assessmen t of Hitler’s p lans in 
1941 and defeats in the first years of the war, die 
atmosphere of tenor, mistrust and snspidon prop- 
agated by the “Father of the Peoples” and Stalin’s 
ruinous meddling in the social and natural sci- 
ences.

Hope Amid 
The Chaos

D HAKA, Bangladesh — The op. 

position pulled ctn all the stops 
this week in poverty-stricken Ban ff 
Qnfh, but it appears to have been 
trounced by the government of Gat- 
eral H iK$ ain Mohammed Ershad. 

The general’s l e ad i n g opponents' 
Sheikh Hasina Wazed, leader of the 
Awami League, and Begum Khafida 
Zia, leader of the Bangladesh Nation- 
alist Party, have been threatening all 
year to topple the government. 

This time they vowed to bring tin 
capital to a halt in a “siege of 
Dhaka.” But though there have been 
street clashes aim several people, 
both police and protesters, have been 
killed, the critical mass necessary to

government is widely seen as corrupt 
and unpopular. It has played fast and 
loose with democracy; blatantly tam- 
pering with election results last year. 

But the govommeat is uohkely to 
fall It is liberal enough to diffuse 
violent protest —newspapers can re- 
port chi opposition statements and ral- 
lies — yet it is ruthless enough to (teal 
harshly with protests, jailing 1,000 op- 
position activists in the weeks before 
the “siege."

A f Magic Flute ’ 

Of Marvels and 


Many Attitudes

G ENEVA — There seems to be 
an infinite number of ways of 
presenting “The Magic Flute,'’ 
multiple methods of combining its 
lofty symbolism, popular comedy 
and fairy tale, and the transforming 
effect at all levels of Mozart’s mu- 
sic. The new production at the 
Grand Tbriltre manages to cram 
several attitu des into one place — 
decorative, didactic, dialectic, iron- 
ic, farcical — and present the whole 
in a m ygu-fll package marvelously 
shaped by Jeffrey Tate. 

Perhaps the temptation is to read 
too much into Benno Besson's stag- 
ing. Besson, venturing into opera 
after a cosmopolitan career that 
has ranged from close association 
with Bertolt Brecht in East Berlin 
to present directorship of the Co- 
m6die de Genfeve, can be counted 
on to get a lot from a ten — even 
one as maligned as Sdnkaneder’s. 
Not only was most of the spoken 
text employed — eminently reason- 
able for the multilingual Geneva 
public — but it was delivered with 
an elaborately disingenuous 
straightness, accompanied by de- 
tailed comic mim e, which elicited 
response — and laughter — on 
more than one leveL 
Take the first encounter of Ta- 
mino and Papageno, neither one of 
which has a due that another world 
exists than his own. “Who am I?” 
says Papageno. “What a dumb 
question. A man like you.” Tammo 
knows better, but not much. “My 
father is long ... so I am called 
prince.” This last was delivered by 
Jerry Hadley with a round-faced 
guiltlessness comic in itself, a living 
contradiction to the assurance of 
the words, and at the same lime the 
tip of an unsoundable social-politi- 
cal iceberg. 

Or take Sarastro and his court, 
all of them not only businesslike 
and brusque in manner, but 
dressed in contemporary business 
suits easily visible under the robes 
of their curious order. Sarastro may 
be blessed with the only music ever 
written that is fit to issue from the 
mouth of God, but it is a bit discon- 
certing when it comes instead from

Jean-Marc Stehlfc’s sets and cos- 
tumes and Jean-Jacques Bouhon’s 
lighting had much to do with the 
production’s charm, modi of it 
reminiscent of Maurice Sendak 
country. Lush tropical vegetation 
inhabited by congenial lions and 
other animals, occasionally parted 


to reveal the crumbling temples of 
wisdom, reason and nature. The 
visual effects of the trials by fire 
and water were more convincing 
than the usual fraternity inititiation 
rigmaroles. 

The costumes postulated three 
levels of society. Papageno, Papa- 
gena and Monos tatos came from a 
quasi animal world, birdlike or 
simian according to need; Tammo 
and Pamina (garbed demurely in 
baggy black pantaloons and a see- 
through top) at first inhabited a 
kind of comic-strip world, t h e n 
grew into a nobler status, while 
Sarastro and his cronies presented 
their bourgeois version of an exalt- 
ed priesthood. 

Tate and the Taiisannc Chamber 
Orchestra provided a consistently 
satisfying musical floor for this 
production. The conductor contin- 
ues to reaffirm his rapid rise in 
opera pits of the world with a read- 
ing of unfailing lyric flow and with 
phrasing that was without eccen- 
tricity, at once natural and exalted.

Can Steven Jobs Pull It Off This Time? 


Apple’s Founder Seeks Comeback 
With TNext’-Generation Computer

SAN FRANCISCO— Gfiding across the stage, & huge screen 
behind him, Steven P. Jobs has bis audience of community 
college educators mesmerized. He is expounding on his vision of 
computerized education In the future, Mr. Jobs says, sophisti- 
cated computer simulations wifl allow students to walk through 
Athens with Plato, experience life in 17th-century France or 
perform biochemistry experiments normally requiring a $5 mil- 
lion laboratory. 

Steve Jobs is on a quest again. Two years after being forced 
out of Apple Computer, the company he co-founded as a scruffy 
21 -year-old, he is preparing for ins comeback. 

In a few months. Next bm; the company Mr. Jobs started with 
five devotees after leaving Apple, will introduce its first product, 
a high-powered computer for the college market. 

Industry sources expect the machine to be introduced by 
March and to be shipped by summer, in time for the 1988-89 
academic year. Prototypes Have been completed, they say, and 
are being shown to a select few in universities and m the 
computer industry. 

Few people, however, say Mr. Jobs, who is 32 and now wears 
European suits instead of blue jeans, is interested in selling only 
to educational institutions. Bus speeches have been sprinkled 
with references to the coming “fourth wave” in personal com- 
puters — the machine that will follow the Apple El, IBM PC and 
Macintosh. He leaves little doubt as to whose machine be thinks 
that will be. 

Nexi’s new machine is already the object of intense specula- 
tion in the industry — in part, because of what it is said to be its 
dawliug vputri and graphics capability. Even its ook w — blaelc 
— wfll set it apan. ‘TtU make your jaw drop," Mr. Jobs 
promised. 

But much of the attention comes from a continuing public 
fascination with the man behind the computer. Next's success or 
failure could do much to enhance or destroy Mr. Jobs's reputa- 
tion as aperaonal computer visionary, as someone who can 
successfully package advanced technology into products and 
spot the coming treads. The new product may also test his abiliiy 
to run a company, something be never really did at Apple. 

His reputation on that front is already under rie g ft, in part 
because of two recent books that discuss in some detaflhis years 
at Apple. “Accidental Millionaire," by Lee Butcher, contends 
that Mr. Jobs was lucky, not talented. “Odyssey," by John 
Sculiey, Apple’s rfutinnim and chief executive, is more charitable 
— it credits Mr. Jobs with being charismatic and “ahead of his 
time.” 

But both books paint apictnreaf a man who almost destroyed 
Apple by ignoring the opuuons of others, beating those around 
him and insinuating himsrif into every degish* 1 Mr. Jobs has 
said be has not read the bocdcs, prodanmng, *Td rather shape the 
future than regurgitate the past" 

Shaping the future will be difficult, though. Few entrepre- 
neurs who make it big are able ro strike gold again. Some flop the 
second time around because they tty to outdo their former 
successes or are driven by ego rather than a good product idea. 

The product idea Mr. Jobs has chosen is a tough one. Over the 
past few years, the education market has became highly competi- 
tive, with such giants as International Business Machines Corp^ 
Digital Equipment Carp., Apple and Sun Microsystems making 
strong efforts. “Steve is not first this time,” said Scott McNealy, 
president of Sun Microsystems. 

Mr. Jobs has said little about what bis new company will do, 
and be declined to be interviewed. 

What he. has said is that Next wants to build a .powerful . 
computer to be used in university instruction. It will have the 
power of an engineerings workstation, which generally costs more

THE ANIMAL ESTATE: 

Hie E nglis h and Other Creatures in the 
Victorian Age 

By Harriet Ritvo. 347 pages. $25. Harvard 
University Press, 79 Garden Street, Cambridge, 
Mass. 02138.

I N the 18th century, agriculturalists began to 
assert a new degree of control over nature, no- 
where more so than in Britain. One result was that 
in the course of the century the weight of ordinary 
English cattle and sheep at slaughter nearly don- 
bled; another was the emergence by the century’s 
end of prize stock breeding, with individual bulls 
and cows receiving awards, fetching unprecedented 
prices, and exciting enormous interest when they 
were put on show. 

The distinguishing qualities of these herbivorous 
superstars were their size and weight, which were 
both prodigious. Not everyone was impressed: there 
were critics who complained that they were lumber- 
ing and grotesque, that they suffered from repro- 
ductive disorders and shortness of breath, that the 
overfat meat they yielded was barely edible. But

Scientific stock-breeding is the first of the ; 
rate topics that Harriet Ritvo considers in "The 
Animal Estate,” a study of Victorian altitudes to- 
ward animals and the soda! assumptions that lay 
behind them. In a chapter with the made-to-order 
title "Barons of Beef/ Ritvo argues that the true 
ne of champion cattle was to affirm the ascen- 
j of their predominantly aristocratic owners. 
The display of prize animals, she writes, was “a 
pageant”; proprietors might make practical or pa- 
triotic claims for their basts, but essentially they 
offered them as living proof that the traditional 
hierarchy of the English countryside was more se- 
cure than ever. 

Such an interpretation wouldn't have crane as a 
complete surprise at the time. Ritvo cites one eariy 
Victorian cntic inveighing against noblemen who 
"can afford a fancy, whether it is the purchase of a 
Titian, or the production of a prize bullock," and 
she quotes a skit from Punch about an imaginary 
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show featuring prize footmen, in which the first 
prize went to a baronet (“Sir G. Chokefull") for a 
haD porter weighing nearly 300 pounds, who had 
been fatted on immense quantities of roast beef, 
cabbage, hot rolls and beer. (“Waddled to the show 
100 yards, wheeled in his chair the rest.”) ^ ^ 

prorirfe Ritvo with a^more complicated case of 
social assertion. The relative physical malleability of 
dogs permitted fanciers, who were mostly middle- 
class, to breed their own status symbols (and there 
were aristocratic owners who resented their pre- 
sumption). At the same time, the poor man’s dog 
was generally regarded by those above as no better 
than its owner. 

In the final chapters of the book, Ritvo turns her 
attention to more exotic material. Starting from the 
fart that the original moving spirit behind the Lon- 
don Zoo was a notable empire builder, Stamford 
Raffles ^the founder of Singapore), she suggests that 
the 200 itself can be best understood as a symbol of 
imperial domination. Big game hunting, too, is 
presented as above all an aspect of empire, and we 
are asked to see a parallel between the drift from 
wholesale to modified slaughter in the late 19th 

century (as stocks of wild animals became depleted) 
and the shift of an y bans in colonial role from 
conquest to stewardship. 

Ritvo is a historian of the “unmasking" school, 
for whom the past must never be taken on its own 
terms. Much of what she says is obviously true, and 
she musters a good deal of unfamiliar and often 
deeply interesting evidence. But she writes without 
warmth, and with her talk of “metonymic roles" and 
“hegemonic discourse” sbe is far too ready lo put 
the complicated experience of actual human beings 
through the mangle of a reductive jargon. 

As a result, she repeatedly overstates her case. For 
example, she tells ns that the guidebooks to 19th- 
century zoos were “in vetcratcJy linear, prescribing a 
single route through the exhibits, from the entrance 
tothe refreshment stand." Nothing so very terrible 
about that, one might have thought: After all, peo- 
ple weren’t positively compdlcd to save the refnsh- 
ment stand till last. But Ritvo goes on to explain 
that the guidebooks’ advice was all part of a “strate- 
gy of appropriation and control”

This assertion of broader significance 
— that vast numbers of women are, in- 
deed, “suffering a lot of pain in their love 
relationships with men” — is responsible 
for the bom: receiving such wide atten- 
tion. As the “Women and Love” jacket 
puts it This is a “startling revelation of 
bow women in America today feel about 
love." 

“In my view, that's going a little too 
far.” says John L. Suluvan, a political 
science professor at the University of 
Minnesota. A survey researcher and 
methodologist, Sullivan read the manu- 
script of “women and Love” and gave 
Hite a favorable evaluation, which is 
quoted in the book. 

Hite “does slip into” claims that her

respondents minor the U.S. female pop- 
ulation, Sullivan notes. “I've talked to her 
about that. 9 k shouldn’t say it quite that 
way. With this kind of a sample, the 
wisest thing to do is talk about the per- 
centages in the sample, and wonder 
whether one can generalize.” 

Some methodologists, researchers and 
statisticians who have examined Hire's 
approach go further, and say her women 
don't represent much of anything. Hire 
says she sent out 100,000 questionnaires; 
4,500 were returned. “So few people re- 
sponded, it's not representative of any 
group, except the odd group who agreed 
to respond/' says Donald Rubin, chair- 
man of the Department of Statistics at 
Harvard University. 

Hite sakUn defending her statistics on 
a television talk show, that “the presi- 
dents of the American Psychological As- 
sociation, the American Sociological As- 
sociation have all said that my 
methodology is great.” 

“Good Lord, said Herbert Gans, 
ASA president and a sociology professor 
at Columbia University, when he heard 
of Hire's comment. He said he had re- 
ceived a copy of “Women and Love" 
from Hire the day the show aired, but 
hadn't read it. 

“I don't know what it is. 1 know it's 
about sex, and I’ve heard the methodolo- 
gy is dubious,” Gans said. Hite's com- 
ment was, be added, “unprofessional, not 
becoming of a soda! scientist, and a lie." 


As for APA President Bonnie Strick- 
land: “Scholars and scientists ask differ- 
ent questions and use different methods 
of inquiry. I think the book is very valu- 
able, but as a professor of psychology I 
am not the best person to make a ji 
□rent about this particular type of 
odology” 

Hire has suggested that her critics 
haven't read her work, so they weren't 
making informed comments. So several 
methodology experts woe asked by The 
Washington Post to look at “Women and 
Love.” They raise serious questions 
about her data. 

“If I'm gang to talk about ‘What is 
love?,' I can't just ask a handful of peo- 
ple," Hire said in an interview. “I have to 
ask a broad sample. To me, it's very 
important to measure different parts of 
the population, because there might be 
important differences.” 

Actually, the differences are minimal 
Most women in Hire's study seem to fed 
the same way. Take one of her more 
controversial statistics: “70 percent of 
women married five years or more are 
having sex outside of their marriages” 
Here’s the percentage breakdown by in- 
come: 

• Household income under $5,000: 71 
percent are haring affairs. 

• Income S6.00CPS 14,000: 72 percent 

• Income 51 5,000-539,000: 68 percent 

• Income 540,000-574.000: 69 percent 

• Income over $75,000: 70 percent 


Poor, rich or middle class — it makes' 
no difference, all income levds are hav- 
ing affairs at nearly the same rare. The 
same is true no matter if a woman is 
white, black, Hispanic, Middle Eastern, 
Aslan American or “other": tbe percent- 
ages range between 68 and 72 percent 

This pattern is repealed throughout 99 
igcs of charts. The overwhelming ma- 


jority of the women in Hire's study fed 
the same way about everything, and have 
had tbe same experiences. The numbers 
are nearly always dose; sometimes they 
are exactly tbe same. Thirty-mne percent 
of women who have never been married 
have been strode or beaten by a lover; 39 
percent of women married over 25 years 
have been struck or beaten by a husband 
or lover. 

“I'm just trying to describe” contem- 
porary relationships “as any scientist 
would — pardon the phrase,” Hite says. 

But her results have been controver- 
sial, and (he “Good Morning America" 
television show decided to pur an expert 
cm with her. When Hire was informed of 
this, she objected. \ 

“She didn’t warn to go on with any- 
one,” says Patty Negex, an ABC spokes- 
woman. “She fdt that, when we bad 
booked this originally, we booked it with 
her alone, and she wanted to keep it that 
way.” The show gave in; Hire went on the 
air alone, although Neger says “GMA” 
toughened up its questions. 

Hire sued the writer Philip Nobile — 
whose editorial in Forum ma garinf said 
she was one of the “charlatans” who 
needed to be driven “out of the eroge- 
nous zones” — for making “false and 
defamatory statements.” The $15 minion 
suit was settled out of court, Hitt’s law- 
yer in the case says; neither party is 
allowed to disclose the terms of the deaL 
However, Nobile has apparently issued 
no public apology or retraction. 

Yet for aD the argument over Hite's 
□umbos and what they really mean, for 
all the mystery surrounding Diana Greg- 
ory, even Hite's sharpest detractors feel 
tbe issues she’s tariffing are important. 

“I do think there’s something out there 
very much like what she's describing — 
the deregulation of the fanrijy, how it’s 
now a voluntary institution,” says the 
Houston sociologist W illiam Simon. 
“We're going through a transitional peri- 
od — new concepts, new norms, new 
frontiers. 

“She’s talking about something of fun- 
damental importance, but to see it han- 
dled so superficial^. It would be better if 
it were in the context of a much more 
thought-out product.”
